An official communique said the other 
hostages, including the Brazilian ambassador, were released.

AMMAN (Petra) — A team of 
officials in charge of land trans- 
port in Sweden is due here Satur- 
day for talks with officials at the 
Ministry of Public Works. They 
are expected to explore the 
exchange of expertise on land 
transport organisation and 
administration between Jordan 
and Sweden. 

Assad confers with 
Qadhafi in Libya 

BEIRUT (R) — Syrian President 
Hafez A1 Assad arrived in Libya 
Friday for talks apparently 
designed to counter moves to 
improve Arab relations with 
Egypt. The official Libyan news 
agency reported Mr. Assad* s arri- 
val and said he had met Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi but it 
did not give details of Lheir talks. 
In Damascus. Syrian officials said 
Mr. Assad would also visit Algeria 
and the aim of his tour was to 
coordinate Arab opposition to 
Arab moves towards restoring 
normal relations with Egypt. All 
but three Arab states decided lo 
impose a political and economic 
boycott on Egypt after it signed a 
treaty with Israel in 1979. But 
since Israel handed back to Egypt 
the last section of the occupied 
Sinai Peninsula in April, some 
Arab governments have been 
seeking ways of improving rela- 
tions with Cairo. The Syrian offi- 
cials said Mr. Assad would discuss 
with Col. Qadhafi and Algerian 
President Chadli Benjcdid con- 
vening a meeting of the Stead- 
fastness and Confrontation From 
which groups Syria. Libya. South 
Yemen. Algeria and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

World clerics urge 
Soviets, U.S. to 
limit nuclear arms 

MOSCOW (R) — A gathering of 
religious figures from more than 
SO countries has called on Moscow 
and Washington to take urgent 
steps towards nuclear dis- 
armament and warned them time 
was running out. An appeal issued 
at the end of the Soviet-sponsored 
meeting also welcomed efforts by 
both powers to get talks under way 
soon, but only after Western cler- 
gymen fought a battle to erase 
what they saw as pro-Soviet word- 
ing in a draft document. The five- 
day "Conference of Religious 
Workers for Saving the Sacred 
Gift of LHe from Nuclear Catas- 
trophe'* was attended by more 
than 4tK) clergymen from eight 
different faiths, including Ameri- 
can Evangelist Billy Graham.

Chong Shing-Keung bombed an 
office of the Shell Oil Company 
and threatened further attacks 
unless he received a S 75, 000 ran- 
som in hags strapped to the backs 
of the birds. A bomb was later 
exploded at an oil depot. Police 
tried to calch Chong by fallowing 
his pigeons to their roost with a 
helicopter but downdraught from 
the aircraft scattered the birds. 

30. was finally caught after 
police started to watch every 
public telephone booth in Hong 
Kong's main commercial districts.

government of Costa Rica against its decision to move its embassy to 
Jerusalem and remind it of the grave consequences of such a move 
which may affect its relations with the Arab states. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs will also request the general sec- 
retariat of the Organisation of Islamic Conference to urge the Islamic 
states to implement the resolutions adopted by Islamic conferences , 
and the Jerusalem Committee against the states that recognise 
Israel's annexation of Jerusalem or transfer their embassies to the 
Holy City.

U.N. talks on Falklands 
reach most critical stage

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UNITED NATIONS (R) — Dip- 
lomatic moves to settle the Falk- 
lands conflict appeared to be 
entering a critical stage Friday 
•amid a new warning from Britain 
that it will use force if peace talks 
fail. 

U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, who has been 
struggling for a week to find an 
agreement, said he hoped to have 
final answers from Buenos Aires 
and London on his proposals 
within 36 hours. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar said Bri- 
tain and Argentina were much 
closer than they were a week ago. 
although he acknowledged that 
his initiative could still break 
down. 

"But of course there is the pos- 
sibility of a breakthrough." he 
added. 

In London. British government 
officials appeared sceptical that 
such a breakthrough was immi- 
nent and Defence Secretary John 
Nott issued a fresh warning that 
Britain was prepared to use force 
to gel Argentine troops off the 
Falklands. 

Mr. Nolt, who said Thursday 
night that British forces around 
the islands were now in a position 
to retake them “at an early date." 
stated Friday that London still 
sought a peaceful settlement. 

Government sources said the 
outstanding problem in the medi- 
ation talks was still sovereignty 
over the islands, ruled by Britain 
for 149 years until Argentine 
forces stormed ashore six weeks 
ago. 

"We remain to be convinced 
that Argentina is not prejudging 


the issue of sovereignty/* one 
source said. 

The sources said the gov- 
ernment thought it unlikely that 
the talks in New York would con- 
tinue for another week. The par- 
ticipants themselves were not con- 
templating anything more than a 
few daysL they said. 

The sources dismissed a press 
report that the government had 
already given the task force com- 
mander. Rear-Adm. John 
“Sandy" Woodward, the order to 
invade the islands when he chose 
and that only an "abort** signal 
from London could stop it. 

British military sources dis- 
closed more details of the Argen- 
tine air raid on the task force on 
VV’ednesday in which two Argen- 
tine warplanes were shoi down 
and. Britain says, a third was seen 
to crash into the sea. 

They disclosed that a British fri- 
gate had a lucky escape when a 
bomb from an Argentine Skv- 
hawk lighter-bomber went ,

The attack came when three 
waves of Argentine warplanes 
appeared from over the Falklands 
to strike at the task force about 30 
miles off Port Stanley, the islands* 
capital. 

The military sources said the 
frigate hit by the bomb suffered 
only minor damage which had 
now been largely repaired and , 
nobody was hurt.

Sir Curt is 
Keeble. at the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry. 

The statement, as quoted by 
TASS, also said that charges of 
Soviet involvement in the crisi- 
were provocative anJ “absolutely 
unacceptable.' 

The statement said that the Brit- 
ish government continued n» 
expand a zone of combat oper- 
ations in the Atlantic “arbitrarily 
proclaiming vast expanses ot high 
seas closed to ships and aircraft of 
other countries * 

It went on: “These actions 
clearly contradict the 195s con- 
vention on the high sea and. con- 
sequently. arc regarded by the 
Soviet side as unlawful." 


Industrialised nations 
shrug off Third World 


HELSINKI < R) — The major 
industrial countries formally 
served notice on the Third World 
Friday that the economic prob- 
lems of the poorest countries are 
likely to get worse before they get 
better. 

in a joint communique after two 
days of talks at the spring meeting 
of the International Monetary 
Fund and World Bank here, 
finance ministers and central bank 
governors from the rich and poor 
countries resigned themselves to a 
gloomy outlook for the next sev- 
eral years. 

Despite criticism from Third 
World delegates that lack of 
money for extra aid created grave 
risks for their survival, the finan- 
cial leaders from J4n countries 
admitted that there was little they 
could Jo because of the recession. 

“The situation and prospects 
for the poorest developing coun- 
tries cue particularly bleak as they 
face stagnation, and in some cases 


retrogression, in the period 
ahead." the communique said. 

President Reagan's rejection of 
appeals from the Third World for 
more international aid cast a 
shadow over the meeting, which 
conceded in its communique that 
■ the new international envi- 
ronment" would require greater 
discipline to keep the economies 
of poor countries afloat. 

Conference sources said that 
with unemployment in North 
America and Western Europe 
reaching record post-war levels, 
major donor countries were in no 
mood to boost foreign aid. 

World Bank President Tom 
Clausen, the former head of Bank 
of America, blamed the United 
States for triggering a crisis in fore- 
ign aid which he said had been 
compounded by shrinking sur- 
pluses for the oil-exporting coun- 
tries. another important source of 
funds for poor countries. 


Reagan anxious to renew Israeli pact Fairbanks, Aii confer in Cairo 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan has said 
he looked forward to reinstating the U.S. security 
accord with Israel, a possibility officials said would 
be discussed when he meets Israeli Prime Minister 
Mcnachem Begin next month. 

Asked if he planned to reactivate the strategic 
cooperation agreement, which he suspended last 
December to protest against Israel's annexation of 
the Syrian Golan Heights. Mr. Reagan told a tele- 
vised press conference: 


"We regretted having to do that and we look 
forward to when ii will be implemented again." 

State Department and Israeli embassy officials 
said earlier the accord signed last November would 
be raised by Israel's Defence Minister. Ariel Sha- 
ron. who is due in Washington next week, and by 
Mr. Begin, who expected to see Mr, Reagan in 
June. 

Mr. Begin will fly to New York on June 14 to 
address the special United Nations session on dis- 
armament.

Eurocouncil to go ahead 
with Jerusalem meeting 


STRASBOURG (R) — Despite 
both internal and external pro- 
tests, the political committee of 
the 21 -nation Council of Europe 
will go to Israel on Monday to hold 
a controversial two-day meeting 
in occupied Jerusalem. 

A senior council official said the 
visit to Jerusalem was now certain 
to take place although strong 
opposition to it persisted within 
the Council of Europe and in the 
Arab World. 

Since an invitation from the 
Israeli Knesset (parliament) to 
visit Israel was accepted last Sep- 
tember, both the Arab Leaguc 
and the Organisation or Islamic 
Conference have made formal 
protests to the Strasbourg-based 
council and urged (hat the meeting 
be cancelled. 

These protests were pressed 
after the Israeli annexation of the 
Syrian Golan Heights last 
December, but the committee 
voted overwhelmingly to go ahead 
with ihe visit. 

The Council of Europe groups 
all It) countries of the European 
Economic Community (EEC) as 
well as other Western demo- 
cracies and Turkey. The official 
said there was still deep concern 
that the Jerusalem venue might 


affect member stales' relations 
with Arab countries. 

The meeting, which starts on 
Tuesday, will be the first hcM in 
Israel bv the council's political 
committee. It has up ip now 
avoided going to Israel .ill hough 
other committees whose role is 
regarded here as less sensitive 
have gone. 

The official said the visit was 
being boycotted by Greek. Por- 
tuguese. Spanish and Maltese 
members of the 38-strong com- 
mittee. Members from the Italian 
Communist Party and the Euro- 
pean Democratic Group, made up 
mainly of British Conservatives, 
were also refusing to go. 

He said only about 2d com- 
mittee members would attend the 
meeting, which was likely to dis- 
cuss the Falkland Islands conflict i 
and the council's troubled rcia- ! 
lions with the Turkish military 
government. Turkey's continued 
membership of the council has: 
been thrown into doubt by the 
imposition of military rule there. 

The Moroccan consul in Stras- 
bourg. Ghali Tazi. who represents 
his country's interests at the 
Council of Europe, told Reuters 
the meeting wns"an insult lo Arab 
nations." 


Senate approves Reagan’s military 
budget with $5.5 billion reduction 


'A ASH I N OTON ( R i — The U.S 
Senate has approved a S17S bil- 
lion military budget giving 
President Reagan less than he 
origin illy requested. 

By *4 vote* io senators 
approved and sent to the House of 
Representatives a measure that is 
>5.5 billion less than Mr. Reagan 
had wanted. 

Although the president ulti- 
mately agreeJ to ihe cut as pari of 
u compromise, the bill goes 
strongly against his w ishes in other 
respects. 

It eliminates S7?u million Mr. 
Reagan requested lo base trie con- 
troversial M\ nuclear missiles 
temporarily in existing missile 
silos while a permanent basing 
scheme Is devised. 

Senators argued that the tem- 
porary measure would make the 
powerful and accurate missiles too 
vulnerable to destruction in a 
Soviet first strike. 

The nil! also scraps Mr. 
Reagan's call to build Lockheed 
C-5 military transport planes for 
rapid shipment of heavy equip- 
ment such as tanks and oniller. to 
distant trouble spots. 

Instead, the Senate opted for 


the cheaper Boeing /47 cargo jet. 
although administration officials 
said its doors are too small to 
accommodate the needed heavy 
equipment. 

Setback to RDF 

The decision to spend SJ??*’ mil- 
lion for the Boeing cargo jets was. n 
setback to Mr. Reagan s prog- 
ramme of enabling the military u> 
move its Rapid Deployment Force 
<RDF> quicklv into action in the 
Middle East. 

Bui the hulk of The president's 
proposed military programmes 
remain intact in the bill. 

Two nuclear- powered aircraft 
carriers were approved, despite 
efforts to delete them on grounds 
that they are loo vulnerable and 
too co.'tlv at over ■>? billion each. 

Opponents of the carriers, such 
as Democratic Senator Gary Hart, 
cited the vlest rue I ion o! the British 
destroyer Sheffield by a single 
guided rockv;l In action off the 
Falkland Islands lust week. 

“\vc will end Up building a sea- 
going maginot line, a naval 
museum rather than an effective 
n.iu.” said Mr. Hart. 


The big nuclear carriers are the 
centrepiece of Mr. Reagan's plans 
to build an tic m-ship fleet to 
ensure naval supremacy over the 
Soviet Union. Mr. Hart says he 
will never achieve this goal with 
the big carriers because they are 
too expensive and says more 
smaller ones arc needed. 


Chemical weapons 

Senators also approved Mr. 
Reagan's request for S54 million 
to resume production of deadly 
none gas to deter Soviet use or iis 
own chemical weapons against 
Western forces. 

The administration wanted lo 
produce the so-called binary 
weapons, which Jo not become 
lethal until two chemicals mix 
after firing, without negotiating 
with Washington’s European 
allies over where lo deploy them. 

However, the Senate has passed 
an amendment barring production 
of nerve gas intended for deploy- 
ment in Europe until the administ- 
ration certifies that the European 
nations in question have approved 
deployment. 


Begin confirms aiding Falangists 

Israel says troops 
concentrated on 
Lebanese border 

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israel’s army chief 
.of staff has acknowledged that troops were 
concentrated on the Lebanese border but 
said this did not mean an invasion of Leba- 
non was imminent. 


Maj.-Gen. Rafael Eitan said in an Israeli newspaper interview he 
believed “our troubles with the Palestinian terrorists in Lebanon 
could be solved by military means but this does not mean we shall uy 
to do it.*' 

“We have concentrated troops on the northern border and they 
are on alert but this does not mean we plan to go in and clean Lhe 
terrorists out of Lebanon." Gen. Eitan told the newspaper Yediot 
Aharonot. 

Asked if there was an alternative to military confrontation with the 
Palestinians in Lebanon, he said. 

“I doubt it.. The terrorists feel the ceasefire applies only to their 
actions from Lebanon and meanwhile operate on our other borders 
and around the world, killing Israelis and Jews." 

Israel maintains that the 10-month-old, United States-sponsored 
ceasefire prohibits all commandos actions and has accused the Pales- 
tinians of violating the agreement by infiltrating into Israel, planting 
mines and reinforcing their positions in Lebanon. 

Begin confirms aiding Falangists 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister Menachem Begin was quoted Friday 
as saying that Israel had supplied right-wing Falangists in Lebanon 
with $loo million worth of arms for their fight against Palestinian 
commandos and Lebanese leftists. 

An aide lo Mr. Begin said the prime minister told visiting Italian 
Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo that Israel had "twice saved the 
Lebanese Christian community from physical: annihilation., in 1977 
and 1980." 

Mr. Begin also told Mr. Colombo that Israel would never accept 
the "Palestinian interpretation” of the 10-month-old ceasefire in 
southern Lebanon. Because Israel and the Palestinians refuse direct 
contacts, the terms of the ceasefire have never been agreed and the 
Palestinians say the truce applies only to actions in Lebanon. 

"We cannot accept the Palestinian claim of immunity from attacks 
by us against their bases in Lebanon while they continue to cany out 
attacks against us from other borders and abroad." Mr. Begin was 
quoted as saying. 

Mr. Colombo, winding up his three-day visit Friday, praised Israel 
for reluming the Sinai Peninsula to Egypt as part of ihe Camp David 
process. 

“But the Sinai evacuation was but one step and nowthe next must 
be the bringing about of a climate of reciprocal trust and confidence.” 
he told a press conference. “Steps must be taken in this direction.” 

Mr. Begin told Mr. Colombo earlier that Israel rejected the Euro- 
pean community's Venice Declaration calling for the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) to participate in the peace process. 

An aide quoted him as saying: “Europe should be careful in giving 
advice on security matters which in Israeli eyes is a death threat.” 

Israeli police Friday defused a time bomb in a public telephone 
booth in Jerusalem. 

A police spokesman said it appeared to have been set by Pales- 
tinian commandos as and would have caused extensive damage if it 
had gone off. 


Turkish-Greek dispute 
tops Haig’s Ankara talks 


ANKARA <R) — U.S. Secretary 
of Slate Alexander Haig held cor- 
dial talks Friday with Turkish 
military leaders prior to leaving 
for Greece Saturday. 

Turkey's dispute with Greece 
over Cyprus and the European cri- 
ticism of Turkey's lough domestic 
policies were major topics in Mr. 
Haig's talks with Gen. Kenan 
Evren. the Turkish head of state, 
and other senior Turkish officials. 

Mr. Haig laid a ceremonial 
wreath Friday morning at the 
mausoleum of Mustafa Kemal 
Ataturk. foundtr ot the Turkish 
republic, before plunging into a 


busy, 1 round of meetings. 

He had lunch with Foreign 
Minister liter Turkmen and was 
briefed by the Turkish military 
staff in preparations for talks with 
Gen. Evren. 

State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer said the problem of 
Cyprus was discussed along with 
Turkish concern o\er the assas- 
sination of Turkish diplomats by 
Armenian guerrillas and the 
Iran- Iraq war. 

He d'ui not give details but said 
Mr Haig was not attempting to 
mediate in the Cyprus problem.

AMMAN — The mother of a 
young cerebral palsied child in 
Salt brought him to his weekly 
treatment in a ward of the King 
Hussein Medical Centre against 
• her will. He was not feeling well, 
she thought, and should stay at 
home and rest. “We have to go/' 
he insisted, “because tbe lady will 
be waiting.’’ 

Tbe lady is a volunteer trained 
at the hospital's Cerebral Palsy 
Foundation Centre to cany out 
play therapy, one of 20 house- 
wives who regularly work one 
morning a week there. Students 
from the University of Jordan 
come also every Thursday morn- 
ing to help the children overcome 
speech difficulties. 

“Tbe impact of the play group- 
on children is tremendous/' said a 
staff member at the centre. “I feel 
the change in their behaviour and 
disposition. They are eager to 
come. We had a boy who always 
cried when he entered the main 
gate of tbe hospital— he knew he 
would have physiotherapy and it 
would be bard work. Now be 
comes smiling and greets every- 
one. He has improved even in his 
physical disability because of 
that." 

Helping the cerebral palsied in 


Jordan overcome physical dis- 
■ abilities is the focus of the centre's 
activities. Here the incidence of 
cerebral palsy— which results from 
damage to the growing brain— is 
much higher than in Europe and 
America where it is two per 1 ,000 
births. An important factor is 
probably the lack of means to 
resuscitate newborns, especially 
those born at home. The centre 
registered 687 cases in 1978; 152 
more in 1981 and this year 88 new 
cases. 

The difficulties in bringing a 
cerebral palsied child to the hos 
pital for treatment are often 
insurmountable. One family from 
a farm near Lrbid solved the prob- 
lem by renting a flat near the hos- 
pital. “Fantastic people,” the staff 
calls them. 

To follow up on cases outside of 
Amman rhe Cerebral Palsy Foun- 
dation is planning to begin a 
mobile unit service. A physician 
physiotherapist and nurse's aid 
will make borne visits to see what 
assistance, they can give. 

In Zarka, there are about 70 
cases of cerebral palsy. A treat- 
ment centre opened there recently 
in cooperation with tbe Zarka Soc 
iety for the Handicapped. Treat 
meat will be available three times 
a week, and a kindergarten for 
cerebral palsied children in Zarka 
is in the offing. 

When work on the new wing of 
King Hussein Medical Centre is 
completed, tbe foundation plans 
to expand tbe facilities provided 
by the director of the Anny' s Med 
ical Services to include an 
attached kindergarten— a natural 
outgrowth of the play groups 
Throughout the world, education 
of the cerebral pabied-becauseof 
tbe myriad- physical and mental 
problems associated with 
it— seems to be most successfully 
carried out near clinical facilities.

1980 GNP stood at JD 999.5m 

AMMAN (Petra) — Statistics Department Director-General 
B urban AJ Shraydeh stated that Jordan's Gross National Product 
(GNP) for 19S0 amounted to JD 999.5 million effecting an increase 
of about JD 231 million, 30.1 per cent, over 1979 GNP, explaining 
that these figures were discussed and approved at current-cost rates 
by a committee comprising representatives of the Central Bank of 
Jordan and the National Planning Council. 

He added that this noticeable increase in GNP has been the result 
of an increase of 45 per cent in the mining and marketing of phos- 
phates and an increase of 38.3 per cent in the field of building and 
construction. 

This increase in GNP in 1980 reflected on expenditure where 
government expenditure rose by 3.6 per cent and private con- 
sumption by 14.5 per cent The export of goods and services 
increased by 38 per cent while imports of goods and service have 
gone up by’ 16.6 per cent. 

Mr. Shraydeh added that National Income has increased by 34.4 
and disposable income by 27.5 percent due to an increase in foreign 
financial transfers to public and private sectors. 


Agricultural delegation to 
take part in German seminar 

AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan will take part in a seminar on the use of 
farm machinery which will open in West Germany Sunday. During 
the week-long seminar participants representing some 1200 com- 
panies in 28 nations will discuss several research papers dealing with 
agriculture and the e ffect of technology on agricultural development. 

The seminar is organised in cooperation between the U.N. Food 
and Agriculture Organisation, the European Economy Community 
and the West German Development Agency.

During the week-long seminar Arab specialists in pastures and 
pasture-development will discuss a number of theoretical and prac- 
tical ways to increase animal production. 

Mr. Ghaleb Abu'Urabi, director of Forests and Pastures Depart- 
ment at the Ministry of Agriculture, left Amman for Tunisia on 
Thursday to represent Jordan at this seminar.

IRBID (Petra) — Irbid District Electricity Company (IDEC1 will in 
the coming two months embark on a project for electrifying 36 
villages in Irbid Govemorate, an ID EC spokesman said. 

Technical teams have completed a survey of the region that would 
benefit from the project and decided on the transformer stations and 
electric networks needed. 

The 36 villages are located south of Irbid and the project will be 
partly financed by a Soviet loan, the spokesman said.

AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
Thursday discussed Middle East 
developments with British Fore- 
ign Office Deputy LJnder- 
Secretary Sir John Leahy.

AMMAN ( Petra l — The Cities 
and Villages Development Bank 
(CVDBJ has decided on a new 
policy for giving loans to mun- 
icipal and village councils and the 
interest rates to be charged on 
such loans. 

The CVDB board meeting 
under its chairman. Minister of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs and 
the Environment Hassan Al 
Momani ruled that loans granted 
to municipal councils for pro- 
duction projects should bear an 
annual interest of 8.5 per cent but 
village councils will pay seven per 
cent in annual interest. Both 
councils will have to pay back the 


loans during a period not exceed- 
ing 10 years. 

Development projects, the 
board said, include such schemes 
as building stores, slaughter 
houses, cold stores, government 
department complexes, market 
places, industrial zones and car 
parks. The board decided that 
loans granted to municipal coun- 
cils for constructing pavements 
and hard shoulders over a period 
of five years should bear an annual 
interest rate of 7.'5 per cent, those 
granted to village councils, only 
six per cent. Municipal councils 
will have to pay their loans within 


1 0 years while the village councils 
will" have 15 years to pay back. 

According to CVDB board, 
electricity, school buildings, lib- 
raries. cemeteries and public 
parks are to be considered public 
utilities and social infrastructure, 
projects. The minimum loan thaf 
can be granted by the bank to 
municipal councils is JD 8.1)00 
while that granted to village coun- 
■ cils will be JD 4.000. The board 
also decided that loans obtained 
by the CV DB from local or exter- 
nal sources should not exceed four 
times its paid capital and its gen- 
eral reserves.

AMMAN — What have 
Sweden— a cold, wet green coun- 
try and Jordan— a hot, desert 
country in common? Apparently 
quite a lot. judging from the suc- 
cessful five-day visit by a Swedish 
trade delegation to Jordan. 

”We have a mutual appreci- 
ation and a likeness of minds”. His 
Royal Highness Crown. Prince 
Hassan said on the first day of the 
delegation's visit. "We have a lot 
to do together," said Mr. AM 
j Dajani. Director of the Amman 
j Chamber of Industry in a speech 
he delivered at a dinner banquet 
given by the Swedish ambassador 
for the delegation and their Jor- 
danian hosts. 

What Sweden and Jordan could 
do together in the way of indus- 
trial. commercial and technical 
cooperation were envisaged in the 
areas of agriculture, construction, 
transportation, energy saving and 
telecommunications. 

"It is with a feeling of appreci- 
ation we return to Sweden.” said 
Ambassador Bengt Odhner who 
led the Swedish team. 

"We are very grateful to the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade 
and the Amman Chamber of 
Industry whose efforts made this 


most rewarding \ isit possible. And 
we are especially thankfui to the 
Crown Prince for the keen interest 
he showed the delegation." 

.As concerns i'ne follow-up of 
the visit. Ambassador Odhner 
said that Swedish firms and 
authorities are most interested 
and already working on some pro- 
jects. “Jordan is an important 
country because of its know-how 
and brain power". 

"We realise the wish to expand 
and develop Jordan's industry and 
cannot but see good opportunities 
in this respeci. We will cerium li- 
do what we can to help to increase 
Jordanian exports to Sweden, i.c. 
through receiving expens who can 
study exportimpon promotion." 
the ambassador added. "Through 
cooperation between for example 
the Amman and Stockholm 
chambers of commerce, there 
should also be opportunities for 
scholarships for professionals to 
study in technical and commercial 
areas in Sweden, joint seminars 
exchange of expens, etc." 

Sweden is one of the first coun- 
tries to establish a special organ- 
isation with the purpose of helping 
developing countries to increase 
i heir expo ns to Sweden." We fully 
realise that trade is a two-way 
street." Mr. Odhner told the Jor- 
dan Times. 


Areas where prospects look 
particularly good for Joruanian- 
Swedish cooperation is the agro- 
industry. where Sweden has. 
among other things, expertise in 
rock storing (Subterranean ware- 
houses ( for food especially impor- 
tant in a country with a hot climate 
like Jordan. 

Energy savings within industry 
is another urea. As for energy. 
Ambassador Odhner was impre- 
ssed by the advanced level of solar 
energy utilisation in Jordan and 
also how effectively and econom- 
ically local building materials are 
utilised in low-and medium-cost 
housing. "Many Swedish firms 
could contribute in these areas," 
he said. 

"There are only a few areas.” 
Ambassador Odhner said. "There 
ore many others where prospects 
look good and after the royal 
reception we received here in 
Amman we will work hard to 
make joint ventures materialise.” 
And of course, in the future, we 
will try to reciprocate Jordanian 
hospitality by seeing a trade 
delegation in Stockholm. Mr. 
Odhner concluded. 

Most delegation members left 
Amman for home on Thursday, 
and were followed by Ambas- 
sador Odhner and the rest of the 
team members on Friday.

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Terrorists to strike again 


GEN. Rafael Eitan, the Israeli army's chief 
of staff, is at it again. His acknowledgement 
in a newspaper interview on Friday of Israeli 
troop concentrations on the Lebanese bor- 
der. and his belief that only through military 
means can he deal with the Palestinians, tell 
us a lot about what to expect from the 
Israelis.

threats of annihilation can at least be of help 
to the Zionist morale. If all this fails, a real 
problem exists. 

On Prime Minister Menachem Begin’ s 
mind today, there weigh, not only the Pales- 
tinian problem, but many other real prob- 
lems as well. A sagging economy, a tottering 
coalition and international pressures are not 
exactly crises that can be wished away. 

Given the man’s history, and the past of his 
government colleagues, as full-fledged ter- 
rorists, Begin knows only one way out; and, 
soon enough, he will order yet another war 
on the Palestinians, in Lebanon and every;- 
where. The cost, of course, will be borne by 
the United States. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Parliamentarians unite ! A positive result 


AL RAT: A large number of European par- 
liamentarians have decided not to attend the gen- 
eral meeting of the Political Committee of the 
Council of Europe which will be held in Jerusalem 
on May IS. They include parliamentarians from 
France. Spain, Portugal and Greece. 

It is clear that this is the result of intensive Arab 
efforts to persuade European parliamentarians 
that the meeting can be exploited and given the 
interpretation that European parliaments now 
recognise Israel's annexation of Jerusalem as its 
capital. Israel continues its attempts to annex the 
city despite the fact that the international com- 
munity and the United Nations have stressed that 
the annexation of Jerusalem is null and void and 
have called on Israel to rescind its decision. 

This step on the part of French, Greek. Spanish 
and Portuguese parliamentarians is a good 
response to the Arab efforts. It is also an initiative 
worthy of encouragement from the Arab Par- 
liamentary Union which can grasp the chance and 
invite these parliamentarians to a meeting with 
the aim to strengthen mutual understanding. 
These parliamentarians after all have their 
weighty say at the Council of Europe's Political 
Committee. 

Arab parliamentarians should take the initia- 
tive and strengthen relations with their European 
counterparts who care for justice and morals. 
Arabs should not forget these people because of 
the practices of other European parliamentarians 
who do not take values into consideration when 
they make their decisions. Some sort of format ion 
should be sought to bring together .Arab par- 
liamentarians and the just and fair European par- 
liamentarians. How this could be done should be 
discussed by Arab Parliaments. It is also a way to 
prove to others that they are united. 


AL DUSTOUR: If the news saying that the Israeli 
government has decided to relieve Menachem 
Milson of his duties because he has not been suc- 
cessful in imposing the “civilian administration" 
plan on the West Bank and Gaza is true, then this 
will constitute the beginning of an Israeli retrac- 
tion on this conspiracy which was bom dead. 

What makes the Israelis feel they have failed is 
the fact that 25 army officers have asked 
Menachem Begin to abandon the civilian ’ 
administration plan because it has created strong 
and angry reactions and led the citizens of the 
occupied Arab territories to stage demonstrations 
and strikes. If this were true, then the credit for 
foiling the civilian administration plan goes to the 
people of the West Bank and Gaza who continued 
their heroic struggle to confront the Zionist 
scheme. 

The popular uprising of our people in the 
occupied lands not only foiled the autonomy plan 
but will lead, according to news reports, to Begins 
resignation. Menachem Begin is now facing 
escalating opposition inside the government and 
the Israeli Knesset because his intransigent policy 
and his Nazi acts of repression have exposed Israel 
on the international arena and have resulted in 
Israel's isolation. 

Dissatisfaction with Begin s policies was clear in 
the discussion that took place at the Knesset when 
Begin was vehemently attacked by the members 
of the Israeli security and foreign affairs com- 
mittee because of his determination to launch a 
military operation against southern Lebanon. The 
commiliee rejected aJlof Begin's justifications for 
his policy of terrorism. We believe that Begin's 
departure will not change the essence of the Israeli 
strategy based on expansion and aggression. His 
departure will come as a positive result of the 
popular uprising of our people against the Israeli 
policy of terrorism, repression and establishment 
of Zionist settlements on Arab Lands. 


An unlikely romance 
in Athens

ATHENS — An unlikely 
romance is flourishing between 
Greece's ultra-capitalist ship- 
owners and the austere new social- 
ist government. 

“There are many aspects of pre- 
sent government thinking which 
give priority to Greek shipping 
and to the Greek flag," says 
George Lanaras, member of the 
board of the Union of Greek 
Shipowners (UGS). “In office. 
Prime Minister Andreas Papon - 
dreou is keeping his promises 
made in opposition. We are 
touched by his efficiency and his 
desire to help.” 

Ifs not the son of talk you 
expect from a group that by repu- 
tation is the antithesis of every- 
thing the socialists- stand for. But 
then there's more to this courtship 
than meets the eye. 

Greek shipowners are pain- 
stakingly trying to shake off their 
image as free-booters flying flags 
of convenience and to establish 
the blue and white ensign as the 
leading flag of the European 
Community which Greece joined 
as the tenth member in January 
last year. Close co-operation with 
the government and -with Com- 
munity transport organisations is 
in their interest. 

The Panhellenic Socialist 
Movement (PASOK) gov- 
ernment. with its reputation for 
being doctrinaire, can also be 
pragmatic. Greece suffers from a 
serious balance of payments 
deficit. Shipping provides about 
$2 billion a year in invisible earn- 
ings which helps make the deficit 
on current account manageable. 

The government has plans for a 
series of rolling Five Year Plans. If 
it pencils in two billion for ship- 
ping, it wants to be sure that the 
shipowners are going to be beav- 
ering away in Piraeus, the prin- 
cipal port city, bringing it in. 

The liaison b not so much a love 
match as a marriage of con- 
venience. According to the latest 
available figures supplied by UGS 
there are some 2,600 shipowners 
in Greece controlling 4,700 ves- 
sels of 53 million gross registered 
tons (GRT). Of those, 2,100 
belong to the UGS and just under 
4,000 ships totalling more than 41 
million grt fly the Greek flag. Next 
to Liberia — 75.5 million grt — 
where most flag vessels are foreign 
owned, the Greek flag fleet is the 
laregest in the world. 

Greek shipowners began to 
abandon flags of convenience for 
the Greek flag during the colonels' 
dictatorship when special legis- 
lation was passed which allowed 
them to set up offices in Greece 
while keeping their vessels regis- 
tered with offshore companies in 
tax havens such as Liberia and 
Panama. 

For the privilege of having the 
Greek base, shipowners pay a 
lump sum tax according to a for- 
mula based on tonnage and age 
which is assessed regardless of 
profits. Ifs even paid if a ship is 
laid-tip. 

In the beginning, the standards 
of the burgeoning Greek flag were 
deemed to be little better than 
those of the flags of convenience 
they had abandoned. But over the 
years, conditions and practices 
have substantially improved. 

There is still a problem of age. 


Nearly 35 per cent of the Greek 
fleet is over 15-yeaxs-oid — a 
category against which Lloyd's 
levies a special premium. 

The Greeks prefer to analyse 
their fleet profile another way. 
They stress that they have more 
ships that are less than ten years 
old than any other country in the 
Common Market except Britain. 

A small group of buccaneering 
fly-by-nights has been at the heart 
of a recent rash of maritime frauds 
such as illegally selling the cargo 
from an old "rust-bucket ’ then 
scuttling the vessel to collect the 
insurance. 

The UGS. however, was one of 
the founder members of the Inter- 
national Maritime Bureau set up 
by the International Chamber of 
Commerce to combat such 
activities and is seeking to extend 
its authority throughout the whole 
of the Greek shipping comm unity. 

There have also been problems 
with crew standards but salaries 
have trebled since the mid- 70s 
and the current collective agree- 
ment means that the average sea- 
farer earns 51,360 a month while 
second officers can earn up to 
$4,000. Today there are twice as 
many applicants as there are 
places in the Merchant Marine 
training schools. 

Even so, finding the necessary 
total of 120,000 men willing to put 
'in the long hard hours at sea is stud 
to prove difficult. Current legis- 
lation allows Greek owners to 
include up to 25 per cent fore- 
igners in their crews provided that 
no Greek seafarer is unemployed. 
In practice, about a third come 
from Africa, the Indian sub- 
continent and southeast Asia. This 
is one of the problems on which 
the owners have found the social- 
ists co-operative. 

At' the moment the froeign 
crewmen are supposed to be paid 
according to the scale laid down in 
the Greek collective agreement. 
Two years ago, the UGS negoti- 
ated bilateral deals with the sea- 
men's unions of Bangladesh, India 
and the Philippines whereby they 
would provide labour at the sub- 
stantially cheaper local pay scales. 
These, however, were subject to 
ratification by the respective gov- 
ernments and Mr. Lanaras claims 
that the previous conservative 
administration did not pursue the 
matter. Pasok, he says, has indi- 
cated that it will seek ratification. 

The worldwide shipping slump 
is expected to cut shipping' s con- 
tribution to the Greek economy 
from about $2.2 billion in 1981 to 
$1.8 billion in 1982. "We have to 
make economies in everything — 
fuels, spares, crew." 

Lanaras denies press reports 
that many Greek shipowners are 
considering relocating in the Far 
East in a bid to cut costs further. 
The Athens magazine Business 
and Finance recently reported 
that two Greek companies owning 
more than a hundred ships 
planned to move to Sri Lanka this 
year. It did not name them. 

Says Lanaras: “We have no 
information that there is a flight 
from the Greek flag. You must 
remember there is a Jo t of gossip in 
Piraeus.” He says that even if 
times are tough “sentimenral 
reasons" often govern Greek 
owners’ choice of flag.

U.S. boosts enemies 
weaponry spending 


By Stephanie Gray 

Spending on chemical warfare in 
President Reagan’s 1983 defence 
budget is set to j ump by more than 
$200 million to $705 million. It is 
the first phase of a long-term 58 
billion U.S. programme of chem- 
ical rearmament that will be 
greeted in Europe with something 
less than enthusiasm. 

The defence Department insists 
its planned new weapons will be 
stocked only on U.S. soil but some 
allies could eventually face deci- 
sions on deployment or even co- 
production. 

The potential for such weapons 
to cause further tension within 
NATO was apparently not lost on 
Mr. Reagan. He announced his 
new policy. Including the first pro- 
duction of nerve gas in 13 years, 
on budget day. For the first time 
since legislation designed to pre- 
clude secret production was intro- 
duced in 1975, the U.S. administ- 
ration was forced into public 
notification. 

A weapons system based on 
toxic chemicals consists of four 
elements: The system to deliver 
the weapon, the munitions to 
spread the chemical agent, the 
agent itself, and the part played by 
the environment in spreading the 
chemical's effects. 

‘Twin track’' argument 

Such arms are designed purely to 
harm people. They proved so 
lethally effective in the World War 
I that the threat of use in the sec- 
ond provided a successful deter- 
rent. In its plan to rearm, the U.S. 
is using the familiar “twin track” 
argument of negotiating reduc- 
tions from a position of strength. 
The National Security Council 
launched the plan under the head- 
ing “complete verifiable ban on 
chemical weapons is U.S. goal." 

Most NATO allies are sig- 
natories of the 1925 Geneva pro- 
tocol prohibiting “the use in war 


of asphyxiating, poisonous and 
other gases, and all analogous 
liquids, materials or devices. ’ But 
they interpret “in war” as first 
strike and they reserve the right to 
use nerve or other gases, including 
some bacteriological ones, in 
retaliation. 

Behind the switch to chemical 
rearmament lie U.S. estimates of 
100,000 folly trained, equipped 
and protected Soviet troops, at 
ViKt 14 chemical weapons fac- 
tories, and allegations of Soviet 
use of such arms in Kampuchea, 

■ Laos and Afghanistan, Washing- 
ton is responding to what it sees as 
a “one-sided arms race" 10 years 
on. 

Mr. Max Kampelman. the chief 
U.S. delegate to the Madrid sec- 
urity conference, claimed recently ' 
that Soviet or Soviet-supplied 
pilots had rained down lethal 
agents on victims in these coun- 
tries, who often died choking on 
their own blood an hour after con- 
tact. 

It is against this background 
that the U.S. a dminis tration is 
seeking to rearm. Nevertheless, at 
$123 million, the allocation 
planned for weapons production is 
vastly overshadowed by the $508 
millio n which will be spent by the 
U.S. on improving the defences of 
its armed forces against chemical 
attack. 

Defence, mostly in the form of 
adequate protection, is the trad- 
itional NATO response to the' 
Soviet superiority. It also covers 
detection, decontamination and 
training. The remaining $70 mil- 
lion would go towards dismantling 
aged and increasingly unstable 
U.S. stocks. 

Chemicals build up 

The new "b marry” . weapons, 
which would be in production by 
1984, contain components which 
are harmless until they combine 
on impact. Two new delivery sys- 
tems, a 155 mm artillery shell con- 


taining GB nerve gas, and the 
Bigeye bomb, which would, 
release the agent VX are abo 
planned. 1 

The symptoms of a “lethal 
dose" -one that kills 50 per cent 
of the population — of almost 
undetectable GB or VX gas 
include drooling,, vomiting, incon- 
, tinence, confusion, coma, con- 
vulsions and, finally, asphyxia. 

President Reagan’s formal cer- 
tification of renewed production 
followed Congress’s approval last 
July of funds for a binary weapons 
factory. Anticipating anti-U.SL 
feeling, however, it sought at ti $ 
same time a cmmtry-by -country 
report on the official view of 
‘ chemical weapons of the NATO 
allies. 

Whatever their reaction, it is 
clear that the Reagan administ- 
ration has been committed to a 
chemicals build-up since it took 
office and has trebled President 
Carter’s already escalating 
budget.. 

The National Sec urity Council 
insists, however, that there is no 
intention to match the Soviets on a 
round-for-rouad basis or in types, 
of weapons. Experts estimate pre- 
sent U.S. and Soviet stocks at 
42,000 and 300,000 tons of chem- 
icals respectively. 

The U.S. holds this decisive 
Soviet military advantage partly to 
blame for the breakdown of bilat- 
eral negotiations .on chemical 
weapons control in 1980. The 
talks came unstuck over the ques- 
tion of mutual verification of the. 
destruction and production of 
stocks. 

Moscow has tried to restart the 
talks, claiming the U.S. was solely 
responsible for the break. While 
there is only the remotest chance 
that discussion between the two 
will resume, the issue is to be 
aired, on Britain's initiative, at the 
40-nation U.N. Committee oq 
D isarmament in Geneva.

Let us criticise so-called traditions 


To the Editor: 

While not belittling Dr. Kamel 
S. Aba Jaber’s paper on the 
dynamics of change in Jordan 
(Jordan Times May 3 and 4), I 
wholeheartedly support the 
views expressed by Samira 
Kawar in her comment on this 
paper (Jordan Times May 9). 

That the tribal ties are still 
very strong in Jordan is man- 
ifested by the fact that Jor- 
danians are increasingly adopt- 
ing the names of their tribes 
rather than the names of their 
immediate ancestors. The urge 
forcing a Jordanian to use his 
tribal instead of family name 
while knowing that there are 
perhaps a thousand others with 
the same name in Jordan must 
be a very strong urge indeed. 

Unfortunately, the views 
expressed by Samira Kawar, 


frank and timely as they are, 
will not help change anything 
or benefit the Jordanian read- 
ers, most of whom will not be 
able to understand English. 

Many Jordanian writers, 
who express themselves in 
Arabic on issues dealing with 
society in Jordan, resort to a 
vapid and insipid writing which 
they call abstract literature and 
which fill a large part of the 
Jordanian Arabic press. 

They daim that their abs- 
tract writing is a cryptic cri- 
ticism of the social status quo. 
Samira’s remarks are by far the 
strongest public criticism of our 
backward tribal affiliations. I 
add my voice to hers and chal- 
. lenge the statement by Dr. Abu 
Jaber that “A Jordanian now 
almost apologetically admits 
belonging to some clan or 
tribe.” 

Such a Jordanian, if he 


exists, must have a clan or tribe 
which might not have influen- 
tial or prominent followers. 

Again I would like to point 
out that I am not criticising Dr. 
Abu Jaber’s paper in its 
entirety; it is essentially a 
major attempt by a prominent 
Joidanian to present a polished 
image of Jordan abroad where 
the knowledge available about 
this country are not only out- 
dated but also distorted. 

However, I call for criticism 
of the negative aspects of the 
Jordanian habits and so-called 
traditions which, I think, are no 
traditions at ali Since we can- 
not always express our free 
opinions about society, we 
might as well complain in Engl- 
ish and avoid popular wrath.

Braniff dismisses staff, asks court for protection

U.S. airline which surprised 
thousands of travellers last night 
by suddenly suspending services, 
had dismissed S,000 employees. 


leaving 225 to reorganise the 
company.

America would retain their jobs 
with Eastern Airlines, which is 
taking over many routes there.

He said FIFA was especially 
concerned about the way the 
sporting press in Britain and other 
countries continued to speculate 
on the possibility of such a boy- 
cott. 

“Upon questioning, the dubs 
have confirmed to FIFA dial they 
wili participate in the !v*2 World 
Cup as planned." the statement 
.said. 

“FIFA is following inter- 
national ptriiircal events i:h some 
concern and is especially worried 
about how the press in Britain and 
other countries connects this situ- 
ation vvitit foo'.onli and with the 
World Cud \p. Spain and reports 


over and over again about a poss- 
ible boycott by the three British 
dubs (England, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland.” it said. 

Speculation about, a possible 
British boycott of the finals 
because of the Falklands crisis 
raised several problems for FIFA 
authorities. 

The FIFA World Cup organis- 
ing committee decided in January 
that third-placed teams in a qual- 
ifying group would replace any 
who pulled ouL 

But that decision was made with 
a possible withdrawal by Poland 
or El Salvador in mind, FIFA offi- 
cials said earlier this week, and 
might have to be reviewed if three 
teams were suddenly missing. 

.Another question was whether 
boycotting teams would be fined 
more than the standard 15.000 
Swiss francs ($7,900) penalty. 
FIFA officials here said this would 
also have to be decided when and 
if a boycott occurred.

Cuba, U.S., Soviet Union dominate amateur boxing[ Peru coach has 


MUNICH (R) — Cuba, the United States and the 
Soviet Union were left Friday with six fighters a 
piece still with a chance of picking up a title at the 
World Amateur Boxing Championships. 

The three nations, traditionally the strongest in 
amateur boxing, have once again dominated this 
year' s championship although all three have 
experienced unexpected reverses. 

Cuba, still reeling under the shock of Teoffli 
Stevenson's loss in the super-heavyweight class, 
lost their heavyweight contender Heremeregildo 
Baez as well Thursday night. 

Baez, who looked a fighter of immense promise 
in winning his first two bouts by a knock-out. could 
not cope with East Germany’s Juergen Fan- 
ghaenefs southpaw stance and lost an exciting fight 
5-0 on points. 

The United States also lost a boxer when 
middleweight Iran Barclay went down on points to 
Bernardo Comas 3-2. 

The Soviet Union on the other hand had a 100 


per cent record Thursday with bantamweight Vic- 
tor Miroshnichenko, welterweight Serik Konak- 
baev and heavy weight AJexandr lagubkin all win- 
ning. 

Stevenson's conqueror. Italian super- 
heavyweight Francesco Damian] has said he will 
tum professional immediately after the champ- 
ionships. 

Damiaoi said he already had a contract drawn up 
and would only have to sign. 

For his part Stevenson, three times Olympic and 
twice World Champion, has reiterated his deter- 
mination to take pan in the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympic Games. 

On Monday Stevenson told reporters he planned 
to continue until at least 1984 and possibly even 
longer. 

Inevitably there has been speculation about the 
30-year-old Cuban's keenness to continue after 
Tuesday's defeat but Stevenson says he will stick 
by his plans to fight for at least another two years.

This is one in a series of feature stories 
on socccer teams that will play in the 
World Cup in Spain June 1 1 -July 13. 
Peru will play in Group 1 along with 
Italy, Poland and Cameroon. 


LIMA Peru (A-P.) — Elba de 
Padua “Tim", the brightly 
optimistic trainer of Peru's 
national soccer team, says it could 
be among the four top teams in the 
World Cup in Spain. 

Some of his players are not so 
sure, and some critics say Tim, 64, 
has too much enthusiasm. Most of 
the players say they must con- 
centrate on the first phase of the 
tournament first. 

Tim, as all of Peru calls him, 
took over the team when its 
chances of qualifying for the 
World Cup seemed remote. After 
only two months of training 
together, he took it past Uruguay 
and Colombia. 

Italy and Uruguay each has won 
the World Cup twice. 

“So if we beat Italy it will not be 
the first time we have eliminated a 
two-times world champion.'' 
Padua said. 

“Soccer is an art, and I have the 
best artists. Force and one-on-one 
technique destroy the game. With 
our an we will surprise- Europe.” 

While most observers see Italy 
as favourite in Group 1, Padua 
predicted differently. 

"The Italian team is not in the 
best condition,'' he said. “Poland 


has always been a tough adversary 
and maintains its well coordinated 
play. Cameroon may also be a dif- 
ficult rival.” 

Padua said everything will 
favour the European teams in 
Spain. Asked which team would 
win the Cup, he replied: “It will be 
a European team, and after that 
Brazil Argentina, Peru or Chile.'' 

Tim played for Brazil in the 
193S World Cup in Italy. He has 
seen all Peru's group rivals play. 

“I think I am in a position to 
lead Peru to more success than it 
has achieved in the World Cup in 
the past.” be said. 

Peru first played in the World 
Cup in 1930 but failed to survive 
the first stage. It reached the 
quarter-finals in 1970 and got 
through to the second phase of the 
1978 tournament 

Most of the current team played 
in Argentina in 1978. Two of 
them— midfielder Teofilo CubO- 
las. 32, and the apparently eternal 
centre-back Hector Chumpitaz, 
now 38— played in Mexico in 
1970. 

The average age of the team is 
almost 29. 

“In the World Cup experience 
matters much more than youth,” 
he said. “This is a season that lasts 
only one month. 

“If someone is a crack player at 
40, he is likely to continue to be so 
for a month. Perhaps after a 
month he will be spent, but during 
that month be can be pheno- 
menal.” 

Two other seasoned veterans 
are goalkeeper Ramon Quiroga, 
31, an Argentine-Peruvian, who 
has turned 30, and midfielder 
Cesar Cue to, who is 28. 

Players interviewed said they 
have learned to respect and obey 
Tim. 

“He is not a hot-head or a bully. 


but rather a psychologist,” said 
one. “We feel he is always trying 
to help us. He believes more than 
we do that we are capable of doing 
great things." 

But the coach's optimism has 
begun to rub off on some of the 
otters. 

Righ t-back Jaime Duarte said: 
“The bur teams in our group hare 
equal potential. We wfil be a sur- 
prise.” 

One of Peru's problems is get- 
ting some of its best players home 
from overseas. Cueto plays for the 
national club of Colombia, 
Geronimo Barbadillo for the Uni- 
versity of Mexico, and CubOlas for 
the Fort Lauderdale Sdkers of the 
North American Soccer League. 

Julio Cesar Uribe, who replaced 
Cubfllas in some of the qualifying 
games, was described by the 
Buenos Aires magazine El 
Grafico as the third best South 
American player in 1981, after 
Brazilian stars Zico and 
Maradona.

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A 92 -year-old man is always between the fronts 


Father von Nell-Bruening: 
Teacher of the workers’ 


By Franz Alt 

FRANKFURT — The truest 
description of the German Jesuit 
Father Oswald von Nell-Breuning 
who has just celebrated his 90th 
birthday, was given by the Chris- 
tian Democrat Norbert Blum. He 
called him “teacher of the work- 
ers." 

The Grand Old Man of Catholic 
social doctrine was 92 years old on 
March S, 1982. He was always a 
man between the fronts. A man of 
the church but never the church's 
man. a political man but never a 
party man. a friend of the workers 
hut never a trade union member, a 
rilled man' who understood the 
workers often much better than 
the bishops did. They had their 
. difficulties with him as did the 
employers. Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt visited him before going 
to sec the Pope; the SPD invites* 
him to discussions on basic prin- 
ciples, the CDU calls him on for 
consultation on their programme 
of fundamental doctrines. 

This Jesuit priest is not one of 
those who falls between two stools 
in his efforts to show he is a non- 
party man. In important questions 


NeU-Bretming can be very par- 
tisan. But for him the middle 
ground is the place where the truth 
lies. “ His way of thinking is closely 
related to bis way of life/' Helmut 
Schmidt has written. 

For 60 years Nell-Breuning has 
lived in the Jesuit academy in 
Frankfurt, in a room of only 20 
square metres. In this room he has 
written 1.700 scientific works — 
without secretarial assitance. 
Between 1936 and 1945 he was 
banned from writing and publ- 
ishing. In 1944 the Nazis sen- 
tenced him to three years in 
prison. 

The thinking of this priest has 
helped to form the social and 
economic life of the Federal 
Republic of Germany. For 16 
years he was an adviser to the 
Federal Economics Ministry, for 
30 years he has been consulted by 
trade unions and political parties 
about co-determination, methods 
of spreading wealth and the laws 
of land ownership.

He is author of the sen- 
sational workers paper presented > 
at the Wuerzburg Synod in 1975. 


This self-critical document -- one 
of the few acknowledgements of 
guilt on the part of the Catholic 
church — describes the church's 
historical failure to establish a 
relationship to workers as an 
“unceasing scandal.” In 1972 he 
wrote the following words: “Why 
does the Catholic social doctrine, 
despite the convincing truth it con- 
tains. lack credibility?

Oswald von NeU-Bretming was 
born in 1890 in Trier. Karl Marx, 
who was also born in Trier, had 
died only seven years earlier. “We 
all stand on the shoulders of 
Marx” is one of his many mis- 
understood statements. Explain- 
ing what he meant he wrote: 
"Every person today possesses 
much Marxist knowledge only 
people do not know that it comes 
from him." 

At the end of a television inter- 
view Nell-Bruening said to me: “I 
am reaching my end and I believe I 
shall be well received by our Lord 
God." Question: “Do you fear 
death?” “When I say I believe I 
shall be well received, you may be 
sure I have no fear.” Question: 
“What was the most important 
thing in your life?" “To go the way 
that God led me.” 

If today many workers no 
longer feel outsiders in the society 
of the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many this is due in a considerable 
measure to the work of Nell- 
Breuning' s.

No, she didn’t think she would 
ever pose for Playboy magazine — 
*Tm too old now.” she added. 

Yes. she might consider chang- 
ing the Playboy bunny 
costumes— “not because they are 
revealing or. you know, wrong, 
but because we are going to look 
at the whole Playboy concept." 

Thrust into the limelight of big 
business at the age of 29. Christie 
Hefner is the new president of 
Playboy Enterprises, a declared 
feminist in the land of-cleavage. 

Already being called the top 
bunny and the “hare" apparent, 
the daughter of Playboy founder 
Hugh Hefner has taken over the 
post of president at a time when 
the enterprise is trying to over- 
come the loss of some of its most 
profitable operations. 

Playboy lost its British gambling 
licences last year for violating 
local gaming rules. 

It is also preparing to sell its 
interest in a casino in Atlantic 
City. New Jersey, because the 
local casino control commission 
said it would grant Playboy a 
licence only if Mr. Hefner sepa- 
rated himself from the company. 

Wearing a conservatively-cut 
red suit. Miss Hefner discussed 
business matters and her feminist 
ideals in an interview while guests 
packed a marquee set up on the 
lawn of Playboy Mansion West, a 
grey tudor-style mansion in the 
exclusion in the exclusive Holmby 
Hills area of Los Angeles.

Mr. Hefner and Miss Tweed 
later held hands while Miss 
Hefner, sitting at a luncheon table, 
outlined company policy. 

“Primarily, we are not reducing 
the company in terms of potential 
growth, which I think is greater 
than ever," Miss Hefner said. 

“We are positioning ourselves 
as a communications and licensing 
company, most importantly under 
the Playboy name but ultimately 
we may develop other magazines. 

“We will be completing the 
divestiture of our Atlantic City 
interest and our book operations 
in the next few months. We have 
$50 million in New Jersey and we 
would expect to at least get our 
investment out." 

Miss He (her said Playboy would 
appeal against the denial of a gam- 
ing licence to her father, whom she 
sometimes refers to simply as 
Hefner, in Atlantic City.

Mr. Reagan shrugged his shoul- 
ders. paused for a few moments 
and replied: “Wherever rhere are 
troubled waters, they are going to 
stir them up." He did not elabo- 
rate. 

Discussing cautious hopes that 
diplomacy at the United Nations 
would lead to a ceasefire, the pres- 
ident said: 

"Basically it's down to a situ- 
ation of withdrawal, what would 
be the interim administration on 
the island itself and what will be 
the period of negotiation, then of 
what the ultimate settlement will 
be." 

"That doesn't make much 
sense... I understand there's been 
some agreement now on awaiting 
negotiations on that.” Mr. Reagan 
said.

Dutch crisis 
drags on 


THE HAGUE (R) — Intricate 
consultations between Queen 
Beatrix and Dutch politicians con- 
tinue Friday as they seek to solve 
the political crisis following the 
break-up of the county's three- 
party coalition government.

U.S. counters Warsaw action by 
ordering 2 Polish officials to go 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
United States has retaliated 
against the Polish military gov- 
ernment’s expulsion of two U.S. 
diplomats by ordering out two Pol- 
ish officials, 

Andrzej Koroscik. a scientific 
attache, and Marisusz Wozniak, a 
political officer, have been given 
until midnight on Monday to leave 
die country. 

Thursday’s state department 
action came three days after 
Poland ordered the explusion 


from Warsaw of scientific attache 
John Zerolis and cultural affairs 
officer. J. Daniel Howard for 
“promoting destabilising activ- 
ity " 

The two Americans were said to 
have received papers from a Pol- 
ish scientist in his apartment, 
where, according to the U.S. 
embassy, plainclothes men forced 
the diplomats to stand against a 
wall while they were searched. 

“The actions of the Polish 
authorities in illegally detaining 


diplomats, who had identified 
themselves, and manhandling and 
searching them were a clear vio- 
lation of diplomatic practice a 
State Department spokesman 
said. 

He also announced that travel 
by scientists between Poland and 
the United States under a 
government-sponsored coopera- 
tive scientific agreement had been 
suspended after Polish officials 
accused visiting American sci- 
entists of espionage. 


Tests on Kampucheans show evidence 
of Soviet chemical attacks, U.S. says 


BANGKOK (R) — Blood sam- 
ples from two Kampucheans 
showing traces of toxic chemicals 
warfare in Indochina, U.S. 
embassy official said Friday. 

The samples obtained by the 
embassy in Bangkok were the 
basis for a report released in 
Washington by the State Depart- 
ment Thursday which said there 
was conclusive proof that “yellow 
rain" chemical agents, including 
deadly trichothecene myco toxins, 


were being used in Kampuchea 
and Laos. 

The two Kampucheans, who 
said they were victims of a Vie- 
tnamese chemical attack on Feb. 
13 in Tuoi Chrey in Kampuhea. 
complained- of eye irritation, 
trembling, difficulty in breathing, 
severe vomiting and diarrhoea. 

Analysis of samples of the vic- 
tims' blood and urine, taken 24 
hours after the attack, showed 
exposure to large doses of toxins. 


the official said. Samples taken 1 8 
days later bad traces of toxin, indi- 
cating that it was stored by the 
body. 

According to LLS. estimates 
about 10.000 people have died in 
Kampuchea, Laos and Afghanis- 
tan from chemical weapons used 
there since 1975. 

The Soviet Union and Vietnam 
have repeatedly denied the 
accusations. 


Hinckley’s father weeps in court 


WASHINGTON (R) — John 
Hinckley's father wept uncon- 
trollably in front of a jury as he 
accepted responsibility for his 
son’s tragedy by refusing to let him 
return home a few weeks before 
he attempted to kill President 
Reagan. 

In the most dramatic day of tes- 
timony at his son’s trial, Mr. Hinc- 
kley told how on the advice of a 
psychiatrist, he refused John’s 
pleas to return home in early 
March 1981. 

On March 30, John Hinckley 
shot and seriously wounded Mr. 
Reagan and three other people. 

In another emotional moment. 
Hinckley Thursday stormed out of 
the courtroom after hearing teen- 
age actress Jodie Foster testify on 
videotape that they bad no rela- 
tionship. 

Hinckley's lawyers have said his 
obsession with Miss Foster was 
responsible in part for the shoot- 
ing. An unmailed letter, addressed 
to the actress and found in Hinc-

kley’s Washington hotel room 
after the shooting, read: 

“I'm going ahead with this 
attempt now because I just cannot 
wait any longer to impress you.” 
His other earlier testified how 
he was determined to follow the 
advice of Dr. John Hopper, the 
psychiatrist who bad been treating 
his son. Dr. Hopper had told the 
parents it was crucial to demon- 
strate resolve with their son who 
seemed to fail at all he attempted. 
Mr. Hinckley said his son often 


left home without explanation and 
Dr. Hopper urged them not to let 
him return, a gesture he said 
would allow them ro regain con- 
trol of the situation. 

Mr. Hinckley said he paid for 
John to travel to Denver but 
would not let him go to the family 
home, telling him at the airport: 
“You’re on your own. Do what- 
ever you want to do." 

Mr. Hinckley, a prosperous 
businessman, told the jury: 

“I'm sure that was the greatest 
mistake of my life. lam the cause 
of John's tragedy. We forced him 
out at a time when he just couldn’t 
cope." 

Then, looking d irectly at his son 
in the courtroom, he said: “I wish 
to God that I could just trade 
places with him right now." 

He then buried his bead in his 
hands and sobbed uncontrollably. 
John’s mother, Joann Hinckley, 
sitting in the visitor’s area, also 
broke into tears and had to be led 
from the courtroom. 


South Africa 
downs Soviet 
helicopter 
in S. Angola 

PRETORIA <R) — Sourh Africa 
said Friday its air force had des- 
troyed a Soviet helicopter which 
had been supplying Namibian 
(South West African) guerrillas in 
Angola. 

A Defence Force statement 
gave only sketchy details of the 
incident and gave no indication as 
to when it took place. 

“The South African Air Force 
has destroyed a Russian helicop- 
ter on the ground during follow- 
up operations against SWAPO 
(the South West Africa People’s 
Organisation) in southern 
Angola," the statement said. 

“The helicopter was armed and 
at the time of the incident was 
supplying SWAPO 
“The defence force reiterates its 
warning that forces who support, 
and especially directly support, 
SWAPO, as in this case, must 
carry the consequences of their 
actions." 

A defence force spokesman said 
no further details of the incident 
would be released. 

SWAPO guerrillas, who have 
been fighting a bush war for the 
independence of Namibia, said 
last month they had launched an 
offensive against South African 
security forces. 


Soviets get 
ready to dock 
with Salyut-7 

MOSCOW (R) — Two Soviet cos- 
monauts Friday spent their first 
day in orbit and prepared their 
spacecraft for docking with the 
new space station Salyut-7. 

Soviet press accounts of the 
manned mission said aO was going 
smoothly after blastoff from 
Baikonur in Central Asia Thurs- 
day. 

Normally Soviet spacecraft dock 
within 36 hours after launching 
and the Soyuz T-5 is expected to be 
no exception. 

Lt--Coi. Anatoly Berezovoy and 
his flight engineer Valentin 
Lebedev will be joined in space 
next month, probably in the last 
week of June, by a team that will 
include a French cosmonaut. 


2nd attack on Pope revives security nightmare

VATICAN CITY (R) — The 
knife attack foiled by Pope John 
PauT s security men at Fatima has 
brought the shadow of the assassin 
back to the Vatican, one year after 
a gunman's bullets cut down the 
pontiff in St. Peter's Square. 

Vatican Radio played down its 
reports of the Portugal attack this 
morning but sources reported 
shock and dismay among senior 
officials, with the realisation that 
the Pope, who will be 62 in four 
days, can never go lightly pro- 
tected in public again. 

The attacker got within a few 
metres of the Pope and, police 
sources there said, would undoub- 
tedly have murdered him. 

A year ago, listeners to Vatican 
Radio’s broadcast of the open-air 
papal audience heard the dramatic 
words: “The holy father has been 


wounded — please pray for him." 

Mehmet Ali Agca. a Turkish 
extremist gunman, had opened 
fire with an automatic pistol at 
dose range, badly wounding the 
Pope in the abdomen as he rode 
through the crowds in his 
“popemobile." 

It took hours of surgery and 
months of convalescence to 
restore Pope John Paul's health 
but the threat of another attempt 
on the charismatic Polish pontiffs 
life has never been banished from 
the minds of his advisers. 

Agca was a professional gun- 
man. Last night's attacker, like 
Benjamin Mendoza, the painter 
who lunged at Pope Paul VI dur- 
ing a Philippines trip in 1970, was 
apparently disturbed. But the' 
Pope b intensely vulnerable to 
both. 

While Pope John Paul b in 
Fatima giving thanks to the Virgin 


Mary for his escape from death 
last year, Agca still sits in a max- 
imum security cell in Rome's for- 
bidding Rebibbia prison, as much 
of mystery as the day he fired the 
shots. 

The gunman, a lonely political 
murderer from a poor back- 
ground, said be was dedicated to 
Islam and to a brand of rightist 
fanaticism prevalent in his native 
Turkey. 

Investigators have never 
accepted his statements that he 
acted alone and are daily probing 
his stories to trace the backers who 
they believe financed and abetted 
his attack. 

High Vatican officials including 
the secretary of state. Cardinal 
Agosrino Casaroli. who is with the 
Pope in Portugal, have indicated 
they believed there was a con- 
spiracy. 

Whatever his motives, Agca’s 


attack brought a sudden inter- 
ruption to the travelling Pope's 
openness and love for crowds that 
is a nightmare for his security men. 

But the Pope has steadfastly 
refused to abandon his crowd- 
pulling approach although his sec- 
urity advisers have told him 
frankly of the risk that an attacker, 
deranged or professional, has at 
least two or three public occasions 
each week on which to strike. 

He resumed pilgrimages in 
Italy, to the hilltop shrine of Col- 
levaleoza last autumn where he 
was surrounded by hundreds of 
paramilitary police, to industrial 
towns and to religious shrines. 

This year he undertook a gruel- 
ling four-nation tour of West 
Africa, braving tough conditions 
and hardships with a strength 
observers found remarkable in a 
man of his age who had recently 
suffered severe internal injuries. 


UNEP: Lethargy creates ecological havoc

GENEVA — Environmentalists 
have saved the whale and the 
polar bear— but for man himself 
the prospects still look grim. 

Ten years 2 fter the United 
Nations optimistically staged its 
first environment conference in 
Stockholm, the earth's atmos- 
phere is get tins worse. More and 
more lakes and rivers arc 
poisoned. Rain forests are steadily 
giving way to desen. 

New plans to treble the use of 
coal by the end of the century as a 
substitute for oil have dismayed 
environmentalists, who sav that 
could wipe out recent gains in cut- 
ting air pollution. 

Officials of the Ll.N. Envi- 
ronment programme 1UNEP) 
meeting to plan the second 
decade's campaign ai Nairobi are 
also severely hampered by shrink- 
ing funds and apathetic gov- 
ernments. 

Dr. Mostafa Tolba. the 59- 
vear-old Egyptian microbiologist 
who heads UNEP, said here "very 
definite progress" had been made 
in that decision-makers around 
the world were far more 
environment-conscious. He wel- 
comed the creation of over 1 5.000 
pressure groups, half of them in 
the past ten years. 


But he sad money was a big 
problem, with some countries pay- 
ing either late or in non- 
convertible currency. 

The sad facts are. Dr. Tolba 
said.- that lOyeais after Stockholm 
more people than ever lack drink- 
ing water, deserts are creeping 
over the planet's land surface at 
the rate of 20 million hectares (50 
million acres) a year and ocean 
pollution has worsened. 

On the credit side, most species 
of the whale— subject of violent 
dispute between hunters and 
protectionists— are no longer 
heading for extinction. And 
although the number of oil spills 
from supertankers increased, 
experts here say they do not seem 
to have done the long-term dam- 
age predicted. 

The feared threat from the 
Concorde and other supersonic 
airliners io the stratosphere’s 

ozone layer— which prevents 

harmful ultraviolet rays from 
reaching earth— did not material- 
ise. 

It was assumed that 500 super- 
sonic planes would be flying by 
19S5. In fact, the U.S. and Soviet 
Union cancelled their projects and 
the Anglo-French Concorde 
proved acostly venture unlikely to 
last. 

Some other preconceptions 
were overturned, A decade ago. 


UNEP said in a report that critics 
of the “consumer society" ques- 
tioned the desirability of further 
economic growth. 

But this view got scant support 
from poor countries which some 
Western campaigners though they 
were protecting. The Third World 
tends to regani environmentalism 
as a Western luxury and the 
UNEP re pen said: “Economic 
growth is an essential instrument 
in achieving social goals.” 

The search for work is still driv- 
ing millions of people in Africa, 
Asia and Latin America into 
already over-populated cities and 
unsanitary shanty towns. 

Whereas in 1950 Buenos Aires 
was the only city in the developing 
world with a population of over 
four million, by 1980 there were 
22 cities of this size and some 42 
per cent of the Third World's 
population had become urban 
dwellers. 

■ “Growth of squatter set- 
tlements remains a very serious 
problem in the developing world 
and environmental quality in such 
areas scarcely improved during 
the decade.” UNEP said. 

Meanwhile, country people in 
these areas are stripping the land 
of trees and by the turn of the cen- 
tury, says the food and agricultural 
organisation, some 2.3 billion 
people wiJJ be despearrely short of 


an alternative energy source to 
fuel wood. 

The UNEP report said there 
was special concern about the rate 
at which natural plant growth was 
being destroyed, especially in 
tropica] forests. 

The London-based envi- 
ronment agency Earthscan. in its 
own balance sheet for the decade, 
called the anti-whaling campaign 
a major success, even though the 
original Stockholm call for a 
moratorium had not come about. 

But an official said: “Action on 
whales came only just in time. 
Stocks of the blue whale— largest 
creature ever to have lived on the 
earth— and the humpback, fin and 
sei whales are still seriously 
depleted. It is not at all certain 
they will ever regain anything like 
their original numbers,” 

Earthscan also welcomed con- 
ventions protecting the polar bear 
and other endangered species. 

The most bitter irony is that is 
Sweden itself, where the gran- 
diose programme was launched in 
a relatively clean environment, 
scientists are complaining louder 
than ever today about tens of 
thousands of Swedish lakes being 
poisoned by acid rain and snow. • 

There and in neighbouring 
Norway, sulphur and nitrogen 
oxides mainly from factories in 


Britain, Germany and Poland are 
falling in high-corrosive form, kil- 
ling fish and reducing forest 
growth. 

As the U.N.-backed envi- 
ronment campaign enters its sec- 
ond decade, some of its supporters 
would like it to tackle fewer and 
more specific tasks and to accept 
limhatioTis. 

The organisation operates on a 
shoestring budget of about $30 
mil lion, less than it received four 
years ago. 

Money from the Soviet Union, 
China and other Communist 
states can only be spent in those 
countries. The United States, the 
biggest contributor, provided 36 
per cent of the voluntary funds 
from 1973 to 1981 but has warned 
it may cut this. 

UNEP can only make general 
recommendations and it is up to 
governments to accept them or 
not. Critics say the 1972 action 
plan was impossibly large and 
vague. 

Dr. Tolba said: “We have a 
thankless brief. Unlike the World 
Health Organisation or the Food 
and Agriculture Organisation we 
cannot say at the end of the day 
that we have eradicated a disease 
here or planted so many 
thousands of beca tries of rice pad-, 
dies there.” 
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Kurds kidnap 2 
Koreans in Iraq 

SEOUL (R) — A South Korean 
construction firm said Friday that 
two of its workers were abducted 
by Kurds in Iraq on April 23. The 
Jung Woo Development Co 
based in Seoul said a motor 
maintenance engineer and a boy 
driver were kidnapped by Kurds 
while travelling in a water supply 
lorry in northern Iraq, a company 
spokesman said. A foreign mitm- 
try spokesman here said the South 
Korean government, which has 
consular but not fuQ diplomatic 
relations with Iraq, was working to 
help secure their release. 

Kaunda starts 
Gulf visit 

LUSAKA (R) — President Ken, 
neth Kaunda of Zambia leaves 
Friday night for a three-day state 
visit to Kuwait which will be fol- 
lowed by brief official visits to 
Bahrain and Iraq. A gove rnmen t 
spokesman said here that Dr. 
Kaunda was expected to bold talks 
with Gulf leaders on bDatenal 
issues but declined to give further 
details. Financial analysts in 
Lusaka said discussions during Dr. 
Kaunda's Gulf tour were likely to 
centre on investment and other 
financial assistance for Zambia's 
fragile, metals-dominated 
economy. 

Kuwaiti refinery 
put out of action 
by accidental fire 

KUWAIT (R) — A major 
Kuwaiti oil refinery has been put ’ 
out of action by a fire for the sec- 
ond time in nine months, an 
cial spokesman said Thursday 
night. He said a fire broke cat in 
one of the Shu’aybah refinery's 
cooling system units on Wed- 
nesday night because of a leakage 
of burning oiL The blaze was put 
out after an hour, but the plant 
had been closed as a pre- 
cautionary measure. The refine ty, 
which normally produces 200,000 
barrels of oil per day, was 
expected to resume work in few 
days, he said. 

Eritrean rebels 
report stopping 
Ethiopian drive 

BEIRUT (R) — Guerrillas fight- 
ing the Ethiopian government for 
the independence of Eritrea pro- 
vince said they had killed more 
than 400 government troops a ad 
wounded more than 500 in the 
past week. A statement issued by 
the Eritrean People’s Liberation 
Front (EPLF), the largest of the 
guerrillas groups, Thursday said 
the biggest battle had taken place 
in the northern area of the Red 
Sea coast. Government troops had 
made repeated attempts to cap- 
ture mountain ranges above the 
coastal plain, but were repulsed 
with heavy losses, it said. 

Japanese plant 
evacuates workers 
near Basra 

TOKYO (R) —A Japanese chem- 
ical plant manufacturer said Fri- 
day h had evacuated all workers 
from a construction site at Iraq's 
oil refinery complex near Basra 
because of bombardments by 
Iran. A spokesman for the firm, 
Niigata Engineering Company 
Ltd., said the Iranian army started 
shelling the area round the plant 
on Monday night. Some 3w 
workers, including 50 Japanese, 
moved to safety after a shell dam- 
aged a building materials yari- 
The reformer facility’ itself had no*’ 
been damaged by Thursday morn- 
ing, but no further information 
was available from the firm’s rep* 
resentatives in Iraq, the spok* 5 * 
man said.
